SHORT COTTON CROP AFFECTS 
PRICES. 


Yield Placed at 7.000,000 Bales—Whea 
Market Excited Without Reason— 
Advance in Wool at London—Halt 
in the Advance of Leathe—Failures : 
of the W eek Show a Decrease. 


New York, Sept. 28.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
“The speculation in cotton has lifted 
the price five-eighths during the past 
week, and quotations here are so much 
higher than at Liverpool that free ex­ 
ports cannot be expected. It seems no 
longer possible to hope for a good crop, 
and Neill Brothers have issued a cir­ 
cular predicting a yield of only 7,000,- 
000 bales. The accounts of injury and 
loss grow more dismal each week, and, 
while they may be somewhat exagger­ 
ated, the general outlook is decidedly 
unfavorable. But for the extraordinary 
supplies carried over from last year, 
the manufacturers would be in trouble. 
B ut prices in goods rise each week, 
adding to the profit of mills, which on 
both sides of the ocean can use for some 
tim e to come old cotton bought at low 
prices. It is not yet clear how far the 
consumption will support the manufac­ 
ture at the present rate and at the 
present prices for goods, though the 
demand from dealers is naturally ur­ 
gent, while the m arket for the raw ma­ 
terial is constantly rising. 
There is 
still some chance of a strike in Fall 
River mills, though the rise in prices 
will make it easier for the mills to 
grant some advance in wages. 
“The wheat m arket has been much 
excited without much discoverable rea­ 
son, and the price has advanced over 5 
cents for spot and 2% cents for Decem­ 
ber deliveries. 
It may be said that 
crop prospects abroad are not quite so 
favorable as they were a month ago, 
and with a short supply at best in this 
country the m arket is liable to be un­ 
usually sensitive. Western receipts for 
the week have been 5,501,553 bushels, 
against 5,432,254 last year, and for the 
month 22,393,228 bushels, against 21, 
923,883 last year. 
The exports from 
A tlantic ports, flour 
included, 
have 
been 1,887,501 bushels for the week, 
against 2,440,584 last year, and for the 
past four 
weeks 
7,324,631 
bushels, 
against 3,772,318 last year. Holders of 
corn have judiciously declined to ‘sym­ 
pathize’ with wheat to a great extent, 
and the price is practically unchanged. 
Pork and hog products are all some­ 
what lower. 
“Nothing is clear about the iron and 
steel manufacture, but some of the larg­ 
est Pittsburg concerns, professing to 
have orders for many months ahead, 
are bidding for small contracts in east­ 
ern markets at $1 to $1.50 per ton less 
than the quoted rate, and again it is 
thought that the object may be to buy 
m aterials, 
but contracts 
have been 
made at the east for 250,000 tons of for­ 
eign ore to be used in Bessemer iron- 
m aking at eastern furnaces, and the 
term ination of the Marquette strike sets 
free about half a million tons more of 
Bessemer ore within the period of lake 
navigation. 
“There is also a halt in the advance 
of leather, no higher prices having been 
recorded this week, though hides are 
on the whole a shade higher. 
“The advance in wool at London sales 
stimulated the speculation here, 
but 
prices are on the whole unchanged 
and sales have been for the month 34, 
675,970 pounds, of which 10,566,370 were 
foreign, against 81,021,000 for the same 
weeks of 1892, of which 9,523,900 were 
foreign. 
While the demand for dress 
goods continues fair, there is no dis­ 
coverable improvement in men’s wool­ 
ens, and the importations continue very 
heavy. 
“Failures for the week have been 216 
in the United States, against 235 last 
year, and 50 in Canada, against 55 last 
year.”

RECEIVERS CHOSEN 
BY JUDGE JENKINS 


NEW MEN PU T IN CHARGE O P 
THE N. P. SYSTEM , 


Washington, Sept 28.—An attempt is 
being made by diplomats resident in 
Washington to perfect an agreement 
among the South American republica 
for mutual protection against the aggres­ 
sions of European nations, with special 
reference to Great Britain. Individual­ 
ly these 
countries 
are 
not 
strong 
enough to cope with any of the leading 
European nations, and they feel that 
their only safety is in co-operation. It 
is likely that this co-operation will 
take the form of the resistance by all 
the nations of this continent of any 
further aggression on American soil 
by European nations. 
If this agreement is entered into it 
will result in all of the American re­ 
publics considering that any violation 
of the Monroe doctrine in any country 
is an injury to all. Such methods as 
Great Britain adopted 
for collecting 
an indemnity from Nicaragua, it 
is 
thought, should not only be condemned, 
but decisive action should be taken so 
that no nation on this continent could 
be placed in a position to tamely sub­ 
mit to such treatment. 
There is no advance or change in the 
status of the Venezuelean quetion, so 
far as can be learned from all available 
official sources in Washington, includ­ 
ing the Venezuelean minister. Notwith­ 
standing this fact there has been much 
speculation, some of it being of a de­ 
cidedly warlike tendency, indicating a 
determination to adopt vigorous steps 
in asserting the Monroe doctrine as 
applicable to Venezuela. 
Since Lord 
Kimberly’s answer to Mr. Bayard set­ 
ting forth England’s position, an Amer­ 
ican syndicate has secured large con­ 
cessions from Venezuela of land in the 
diaouted territory. 
It is along 
the 
south bank of the Orinoco, so situated 
that if the American claimants enforce 
their concession and have the suport 
of the United States government a di­ 
rect issue with Great Britain is inevit­ 
able. Congressman Livingston of Geor­ 
gia, who is familiar with the affairs of 
the American company, says that men 
will be sent to take possession of the 
territory. 
He has expected that this 
would lead to a conflict, in which case 
the company would 
appeal 
to 
the 
I United States for 
protection of 
its 
rights.

South American Competition Threatens 
to Hurt Us. 
Washington, Sept. 28.—Dr. Wray, the 
representative in London of the United 
States department of agriculture, re­ 
ports that the admission of cattle from 
the United States may be considerably 
affected by the question now up as to 
removing all restrictions on the admL- 
eion of South American cattle. He says 
it is the opinion of well-informed per­ 
sons that if the South American gov­ 
ernm ents demand unrestricted admis­ 
sion the British department of agricul­ 
ture will be compelled to sanction a 
bill requiring all foreign cattle to be 
landed and slaughtered at the foreign 
cattle 
markets of England, whether 
those 
countries 
have 
any diseases 
among their cattle or not. 
Dr. Wray 
adds that up to the present time no 
contagious disease has been discovered 
among South American cattle, so that, 
without such a bill, the British gov­ 
ernm ent could hardly refuse to let the 
South American cattle come in free of 
restrictions if the privileges were asked. 


Homesteaders Bnrned Out. 
Kiowa, Kan., Sept. 28.—A disastrous 
prairie fire is raging in the western half 
of the Cherokee strip and is sweeping 
everything before it. 
Several houses, 
principally 
prairie shacks, 
and hay 
stacks without 
number 
have 
been 
burned. It has a clean sweep for a dis­ 
tance of IOO miles without anything to 
stop it. Luckily the country is thinly 
populated, but there are a great many 
cattle and goat ranches that will suffer. 
Three homesteaders’ houses, north of 
Ajiva, caught fire in spite of efforts to 
save them and burned to the ground 
with their contents. 


Sad Accident Mars the Pleasure 
Iowa Festival. 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, Sept. 28.—A fa­ 
tal acident marred the pleasure of the 
apple 
carnival 
at Glenwood, 
Mills 
county, twenty miles south of 
here, 
yesterday, at the close of the morning 
exercises in the courthouse yard. An 
invitation was issued to strangers to 
visit the Iowa school for feeble-minded 
children, carryalls being provided. On 
the return trip, while twenty persons 
were crossing the Burlington railway 
tracks, the fast mail 
from

came along at a rapid rate. The driver 
attempted to cross the track, but the 
locomotive struck the rear end of the 
vehicle, tipping it over and hurling peo­ 
ple right and left.

Eastern Operators Most Pay Coal Min­ 
ers* Advance. 
Chicago, Sept. 28.—Trouble between 
the mine-owners and employes in the 
Danville district, it is now thought, will 
be delayed two weeks because of new 
complications which have arisen in the 
east. The movement to demand a bet­ 
ter schedule than 47% cents, which has 
been instigated by mine-owners, who 
have to pay better rates in the rival 
Indiana fields, will likely rest until the 
Pittsburg rate has been finallj settled. 
Word has come from Pittsburg that 
there is danger of the mine-owners 
kicking out of the traces, and if that 
occurs the whole industry will 
be 
thrown into chaos and a national strike 
will undoubtedly be precipitated. As 
the pastern schedule sets the pace for 
the western prices no changes are ex- 
pcted here until the eastern m atter is 
settled. Eastern operators have called 
a meeting for Oct. IO, to decide whether 
the advance shall be paid or not, but 
few expect that the miners will work 
that long before calling for an under­ 
standing. 


Three Months Set as the Lim it to Pat 
Down Caban Rebellion. 
Washington, Sept. 28.—Spain must 
crush the Cuban rebellion during the 
next three months or submit to inter­ 
national interference in the interest of 
humanity and commerce. That is the 
significance of a series of conferences 
just held between Secretary Olney and 
the Spanish minister. Senor Dupuy de 
Lome. The United States has agreed 
for 
the 
present 
to 
keep 
hands 
out 
of 
the 
trouble, but 
this 
is 
accompanied 
by 
a 
tacit 
warn­ 
ing 
that 
unless Spain 
carries out 
her promise of suppressing the insur­ 
rection and restoring order to 
Cuba 
within reasonable time she must ex­ 
pect the United States government to 
pursue quite a different course of policy. 
In other words, Spain is to be given 
one chance to demonstrate her ability 
to rule the island, and, failing in this, 
the chances are the United States gov­ 
ernment will take the leadership in in­ 
ternational intervention, with the com­ 
plete autonomy or perhaps the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba 
as 
the 
objective 
point. 


Will Allow an Investigation. 
Constantinople, Sept. 28.—An Armen­ 
ian named Guedjian, who claimed to 
be a citizen of the United States, wa* 
recently sentenced to a long term o f 
Imprisonment upon the charge of be­ 
ing an emissary of an Armenian revo­ 
lutionary society. Alexander W, Ter­ 
rell, United States minister to Turkey, 
demanded of the Sublime Porte that 
sentence in the case of Guedjian b® 
suspended until It could be ascertained 
whether or not he had forfeited 
th® 
right of protection 
by 
the 
United 
States. 
The Porte has now tele­ 
graphed to the authorities at Aleppo to 
allow the United States consul to in­ 
vestigate the case, and to see the pris­ 
oner. 


German Methodists in Conference. 
Lemurs, Iowa, Sept. 28.—The German 
Methodist Episcopal conference for tho 
district composed of Iowa, South Dako­ 
ta, Northern Illinois, and Southern Wis­ 
consin, Bishop Joyce presiding, yester­ 
day elected Rev. E. W. Henke, presid­ 
ing elder of the Galena district, to b® 
delegate to the general conference. 
Rev. W. M. Koener, presiding elder of 
the upper Iowa district, was elected as 
reserve. 
The conference 
decided 
unanimously against

amendment and against the admission 
of women to the general conference.

England Sends Warships.

John Parker, contractor; Dennis Buck­ 
ley, ex-inspector of the building de­ 
partment; Charles F. Beyrens, archi­ 
tect; Edward J. Youdale, architect’s as­ 
sistant. 
The punishment on convic­ 
tion for this offense may be as high as 
ten years’ imprisonment. 


Three Men Hurt. 
New Orleans, La., Sept. 28. — The 
parting in the middle of a south-bound 
fast freight on the Illinois Central at 
Gorman, Miss., last night, resulted in 
four men, three white and one colored, 
being injured, two of them very seri­ 
ously. 
The 
three white men 
were 
brought to this city today and taken to 
the hospital. 
They gave their names 
as T. W. Twomey, a railroad man; W. 
Fox, a laborer; and Stephen J. John­ 
son, a bricklayer, all residents of Chi­ 
cago. The two first named are single, 
but Johnson is married, and the father 
of five children. The fourth man, the 
colored fireman, was left at the scene 
cf the wreck, and is reported dying. 


Indiana Temperance Leader Arrested. 
Crown Point, Ind., Sept. 28.—The fa­ 
mous Nicholson saloon law is the cause 
of one of Indiana’s most prominent 
temperance leaders being behind the 
bars of the county jail. The person is 
Hans C. Hanson, editor of the Adver­ 
tiser, a prohibition paper at Hobart, 
also late candidate for congress on the 
prohibition ticket.

Women have now Invaded so many 
departments of business life and are 
occupying successfully so many places 
of importance in all manner of indus­ 
tries and enterprises that one is hardly 
surprised at hearing of their achieve­ 
ments in any direction. 
But if 
the 
average man might suppose that there 
was yet one department of commercial 
activity which woman has not 
pros­ 
pected, it is most likely he would think 
it was that of finance and the manage­ 
ment of financial institutions, says the 
New York Sun. 
Woman 
is 
usually 
credited by man with being somewhat 
weak in this direction. But that is only 
one other of man’s mistakes about wo­ 
man. 
In the forthcoming 
report 
to 
congress of the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency there will be a chapter on wo­ 
man’s interest and Activity in financial 
affairs that will greatly surprise many 
people. 
It will slfow that there are 
several very able women bank presi­ 
dents in this country, a large number 
of women directors of financial insti­ 
tutions, a very large number of women 
employed in subordinate places in such 
institutions, and a surprising number 
of women who own stock in banks and 
take a lively interest in their affairs. 
The west, as usual, makes the greatest 
showing in this matter, as in 
most 
others concerning the ascendancy of 
woman. Several national banks in tho 
west have women presidents, and many 
others have women occupying places of 
trust and great responsibility. All over 
the country there are financial institu­ 
tions of one kind and another that 
number women on the ooard of direc­ 
tors. 
The comptroller’s statistics will 
not be made public in detail for some 
weeks yet, but some notable facts and 
figures are given in recent reports. In 
whatever places of trust women have 
so far been employed they have shown 
themselves particularly shrewd and al­ 
together discreet and trustworthy. They 
ire proof against most of the tempts* 
tions that cause men to fall from grace 
when intrusted with the handling of 
other people s money, and have proved 
conscientious and faithful. 
According 
to the comptroller’s last 
report, 
367 
women were then employed in national 
and state banks, but since that time the 
number has been 
very 
largely 
in­ 
creased. 
At that time 1,733,772 shares 
of stock in national banks, represent­ 
ing a value of $130,681,492, were owned 
by 70,697 women. Of state bank shares 
women 
owned 
481,098, 
representing 
$38,074,712, which were in the hands of 
23,146 individual holders. 
Estimating 
the average dividends from this stock 
at six per cent, the women of this coun­ 
try draw about $10,000,000 a year in 
incomes from financial institutions.
